Supposed. 

A writerinthe Milling World says: 
Slate is not a safe material for mill | 
roefs. Not long ago I saw a slate. 
roofed mill fired by heat from an 
adjoining building... The heat cracked 
the slates and they ran off the ruof 


ina shower, leaving dry wood exposed 
to the flames. Another building cov- 
ered with shiogles was equally ex- 
posed, and singularly enough, the roof 
of the silate-covered mill took fire 
before the roof of the shingle-covered 
building. The stream of water turned 
on the slates afier they became hot, 
caused their rapid destruction, while | 
the wetted shingles were kept from | 
burning. The slated roof allowed | 
streams ef water to drop downward | 
through the entire bariding, while the | 
shingle roof protected the building 
which K covered. Slate roofs may 
prevent fires from floating sparks,and 
shingle reofs wheu very dry may 
invite fires from such sparks, but 
where bui'diregs are crowded close

The Oroville Register says: 


The rich farming regions on the western 
side of this county 41e ata standstill, if 
not golive backward in the r.umber of 
school children Dockery district, with 
abont 3 square milee of as mch farming 
land as can be foundino California, nas 
but 48 children. kELxXyerlenced farmers 
claim that the finest farminys lands in 
Butte are about Dayton, yet while the dis- 
tr ctembraces 62 square miles, there are 
but 71 echovl children, Manzanita is a 
rich farining district, lying along the west 
bank of Feather river, and covering ebout 
12 square miles, yet there areonly l&éschoo! 
chiidren in the district. The lands em- 
braced -n Pratt echool district have long 
been famous for their big crops, bat ir 
rea ing chi dren they seem a failure, for 
while tne district is a little over 30 miles 
equare, there are but 23 schoo! enildren 
Pine Creek, at the extreme upper end of 
this county has a rich territory and 
would support many families in comfort, 
bu. there are onl y' ¥ school children for 
the 24 miles of area. Swan district in- 
cludes 16 square miles of rich, black 
lands, but there are only 12 children, 
und so the district organization had to be 
given up. If we take the districts of 
Dockery, Swan, Pratt, Manzanita, luyton 
and Pine Creek, it would be difficult to 
find a richer and more fertile tract of 
country ip the United States, yet while 
they emb ace an area of 140 square miles, 
they only number 188 schoo! chi-dren.,

force to Nevada, and the Susanville 
Advocate hits the nail on the head 
in the following : 

“ This is the very state of affairs 
which has been the curse of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin val- 
leys for the last thirty years.

Valifornia than any other draw- 
back. There are thousands of 
ranchers in the San Joaquin to-day 
bolding a thousand acres jand up- 
ward, and trying to farm it, stag- 
gering along under a load of debt, 
who would be independently rich 
if they had started on 160 acres 
and farmed it well.” 

Large holdings are productive 
of no good to aState, but what 
Nevada most needs is population, 
and the sooner we get new blood 
into our veins the better off we 
will be. The Board of Trade is 
making an effort to stimulate im- 
migration, and if they succeed, 
the land will be divided up so that

The Sweeny Stock Sale at Carson 
a Failure. 
The following statement regarding 
the sale of J. P. Sweeny’s stock in 
Carson is only too true: The combin- 
ation sale of Mr. Sweeny’s at the race- 
track during the past three days gives 
a black eye to horse breeding in this 
State for some time. It was indeed 
wretched encouragement to breeders 
to see such animals go urder the ham- 
mer and at prices which scarcely paid 
for the hay they had consumed from 
foaling to date of sale. Many of the 
magnificent progeny of Gibraltar went 
for 20 per cent. of their value, and 
some standard-bred mares did not 
call forth a single bid. The Holstein 
thoroughbreds entered by the writer 
were withdrawn from the sale. The 
prices obtained by Mr. Sweeny only 
bear out the assertion often made in 
these columns, that Nevada purchasers 
dislike anything produced in this State. 
Last fall a horse breeder from Utah 
came here and disposed of several 
horses for $2,500 apiece. Horse and 
cattle breeders from California can 
always make a good sale of stock here. 
Nevada investors are wild to purchase, 
but when equally good stock, raised 
and acclimated, is offered, they turn 
up their noses. Mr. Sweeny has spent 
thousands of dollars in his efforts to 
improve the horses of Nevada, and 
brought the finest trotting stallion on 
the coast to Carson, but his efforts 
have met with poor appreciation and 
still poorer financial reward. The 
Appeal advises Mr. Sweeny to take 
his horses to California, keep them 
there a few years, and then bring them 
up here as California horses if he 
wishes to realize handsomely on his 
investment.
